Taking lead in technical 
innovation movement

embers of the  three- 
Meson teams 

dispatched to production 
sites including factories and 
enterprises after graduating from 
universities are contributing to 
the development of those units by 
briskly conducting the technical 
innovation movement. 

The same is the case with those at 
the Ryuwon Footwear Factory. 

The members of the team, who 
were sent to the factory after 
graduating from technical colleges, 
always find the core of technical 
innovation in production sites. 

One day, Han Kyong Jin, chief 
of the team, could not take off 
his eyes for a long time from the 
looks of employees who separated 
shoetrees from completed shoes in 
a production line before carrying 
them to the first production process. 

There was only one process where 
employees do physical labour in the 
automated production process. 

He racked his brains to find out 
the way to automate the process. 

“The determination of our team 
leader, who proposed making an 
automatic guided vehicle that can 
carry shoetrees, won the positive 
support of our team members,” said 
Ri Myong II, member of the team. 


Since then, the speculation 
and activities of the members 
were directed to completing the 
automatic guide vehicle. 

Their goal was to make a guide 
vehicle which takes direction 
automatically without any fixed 
trajectory and carries and unloads 
things to a correct position. 

Many technical problems arose, 
but they willingly accepted them as 
their “homework” and pooled their 
strength and wisdom. 

“The joy of having completed a 
product by dint of creative wisdom 
was beyond imagination. But the 
pain of failure was so big,” said 
Han Kyong Jin. 

The vehicle failed to move in the 
set direction as it changed its course. 

But the team members made 
strenuous efforts. Finally, they 
succeeded in developing the 
automatic guide vehicle which 
correctly carries shoetrees to fixed 
position. 

The vehicle, which was 
introduced into practice, was 
welcomed by workers. 

“Employees respect and show 
affection for members of the three- 
revolution team who solve technical 
problems arising in reality and give 
much help to the work of improving 
technical knowledge and _ skills,” 
said manageress Kim Yun Sil.

the level of mother’s milk,” 
said Kim Ok Son, workshop 
manageress of the factory. 
The factory produces 
various kinds of formula 


such as those for babies who 
are 0-5 months old, 6-12 
months old and more than 
1 year old and for underweight 
and undernourished babies. 
According to ages and 
constitutions of babies, 
each product has different 
ingredients, which include 
rice, bean, powdered 
milk, edible oil, liquefied 


enzyme, vitamins, minerals 
and various kinds of 
physiological activators. 

In particular, their 
digestibility and absorption 
rates have been improved 
by resolving rice starch 
with enzymes and turning 
soybean protein in the form 
of low molecules. 

Recently, the factory 
newly developed formula 
for expectant and nursing 
mothers that nourishes 
babies even before their birth 
and lactic bacteria formula 
good for the treatment of 
diarrhoea of infants. 
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Among them, the 
lactic bacteria formula is 
effective for the treatment 
and prevention of babies’ 
acute bacterial and viral 
diarrhoea. 

“The formula which was 
developed in consideration 
of the amount of nutrients 
required for children of our 
country contains — several 
kinds of lactic bacteria 
including bifid bacteria and 
reuteri,’ said Ri Hui Suk, 
senior staffer of the factory. 

Especially, a substance 
generated by reuteri is 
recognized as a_ broad- 
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spectrum bacteria depressant 
and can effectively act on the 
virus causing diarrhoea and 
eliminate its infectivity. 

The formula normalizes 
intestinal bacteria plexus 
of children, boosts their 
immunity and prevents 
undernourishment which 
comes after diarrhoea. 

The factory also makes 
yogut and milk by 
processing raw milk from 
livestock farms in Kangdong 
County, Pyongyang, and 
supplies them to children at 
nurseries and kindergartens 
in the city every day.

Pig Farm is especially attached to 
their sci-tech learning space. 

Last year they overfulfilled 
the plan for meat production 
by introducing many technical 
innovation proposals through the 
mass technical innovation drive 
and in that course they developed 
and used highly efficient feed 
additives. The farm has also good 
prospects of carrying out the meat 
production plan for this year. 

Each process of the farm is 
imbued with the assiduous way 
of work and novel ideas of the 
employees geared to boosting 
production and ensuring economic 
utility. 

Employees of the Hungju 
Chicken Farm have special pride 
in their work as they raise “Hungju 
chicken”. 

President Kim [I] Sung sent 
hundreds of chickens of a new 
variety to the farm decades ago and 
later named it thus. 

Chairman Kim Jong I] made sure 
that the chicken variety associated 
with the love of the President was 
preserved perfectly and also put his 
heart and soul into ensuring steady 
production at the farm. 

Employees of the farm have 
used feeds made by decomposing 
chicken feathers and fermenting its 
excrement with compound bacteria 
as substitute feeds to produce 
many eggs and large quantities of 
meat while saving hundreds of tons 
of assorted feed every year. 

They also refashioned the gear 
motor depilator into belt motor one 
to keep production going steadily 
while saving the costs. 

The employees of the Kanggye 
Goat Farm are striving to breed 
goats in a scientific way. 

The officials of the farm deliver 
books on animal husbandry 
requested by employees whenever 
they come out to pastures. 

Early this year the Hungju 
Chicken Farm and Kanggye

Substantial efforts for increased 
grain output

he Wonhwa ~~ Farm 
in Phyongwon 
County is doing 


farming scientifically and 
technologically and to suit the 
regional characteristics. 

“Our farm made 
thoroughgoing preparations 
from early January and pushed 
forward farming to gather good 
harvests this year without fail,” 
said Han Song I, chairwoman 
of the management board of the 
farm. 

According to her, the farm 
directed primary efforts to 
resolving the problem of 
irrigation facilities for the stable 
and sustainable development of 
agricultural production. 

Regarding the expansion 
of a waterway tunnel as an 
important issue from its 
experience and lesson drawn 
from last year’s farming, the 
farm expanded the waterway 


tunnel 2.5 times more than 
before at the beginning of this 
year and constructed an arched 
structure at a hundreds-of- 
metre-long waterway section. 
And it built a hundreds- 
of-metre-long channel for 
drawing water to the pumping 
station and laid Hume concrete 
pipes and built waterway 
structures at a tens-of-metre- 
long section to ensure a safe 
supply of water for hundreds 
of hectares of fields. 

To increase per-hectare yield 
by more than one ton this year 
the farm strove to increase the 
fertility of soil. 

It applied to all paddy and dry 
fields over 1.5 tons of silicon 
superphosphate per hectare 
and improved acid soil of two 
hundred hectares of dry fields 
by producing hundreds _ of 
tons of calcium hydroxide and 
applying more than one ton of it 
to the fields per hectare. 

And it produced thousands of 


tons of hukposan fertilizer and 
applied more than five tons of 
it to all rice paddies and fields 
per hectare to increase their 
fertility. 

“We are making a big effort 
to select and distribute varieties 
of paddy rice resistant to 


unfavourable — meteorological 
and climatic conditions and 
introduce scientific and 


advanced farming methods,” 
said chief engineer Jang Chol 
San. 

From the stage of growing 
rice seedlings the farm selected 
and distributed the best 
varieties whose superiority was 
already proved in practice and 
introduced scientific seedling 
growing methods to ensure an 
increase in per-hectare yield. 

The methods include the 
method of treating seedlings in 
natural low temperature to grow 
full seedlings highly resistant to 
diseases while using less vinyl 
sheets and an advanced farming 


method based on_ water- 
saving technology to grow full 
seedlings with many stems so as 
to increase the yield. 

Meanwhile, the farm is 
directing efforts to raising the 
proportion of work done by 
machines in farming. 

It repaired tractors and 
rice-seedling transplanters 
in a qualitative way to finish 
rice-transplantation at the 
right time in the period of 
rice-seedling transplanting in 
spring and produced by itself 
and introduced deep-layer 
fertilizing machines to increase 
effectiveness of fertilizer and 
raise the efficiency over five 
times more than before. And it 
remodelled all rice combined 
threshers to make it possible to 
double the speed of threshing as 
compared to before. 

Now the farm is accelerating 
the preparation for finishing 
harvesting and threshing 
qualitatively in time. 


New vegetable vavictics and cultivation techniques 
developed, innovation made

he Pyongyang Vegetable 
Science Institute of the 
Academy of Agricultural 
Science has registered over 
70 varieties of vegetables as 
national ones and established 
new cultivation techniques for 
the past ten years to produce 
a large amount of greenhouse 
vegetables every year, 
contributing to improving the 
people’s dietary life. 

The institute succeeded 
in acclimatizing different 
functional vegetables to the 
climatic and soil conditions 
of the country and employed 
bioengineering technology 
to breed vegetable varieties, 
including bok choy, greenhouse 
cucumber, yellow sweet pepper 
and Hibiscus esculentus, which 


are high in productivity and rich 
in vitamins, carbohydrates and 
minerals while reducing the 
breeding period as compared to 
before.

What does past one-year record of ‘AUKUS’

ne year has passed since 
the creation of the US-led 
“AUKUS”. 


On September 15, 2021, 
the US, the UK, and Australia 
established “AUKUS”, a security 
partnership, under an excuse of 
sharing information and technology 
for strengthening the cyber 
capabilities, artificial intelligence, 
quantum technologies and undersea 
capabilities. The kernel of this 
partnership is that the US and 
the UK transfer to Australia the 
technology for building nuclear- 
powered submarines which use the 
weapons-grade uranium enriched 
by over 90%. 

During the past one year, the US 
ran amuck to complete “AUKUS” 
into a new tool for realizing its 
strategy of world supremacy, 
ignoring the proper concern from 
international society. 

In November 2021, it concluded 
an agreement with the UK and 
Australia on the exchange of 
information about the nuclear 
power of nuclear submarines and 
in August 2022, they decided to 
provide Australia with education 
for training experts on building 


and operating 
submarines. 

Earlier, in February this year, 
the US Secretary of State visited 
Australia and said at the interview 
with the media that the US is 
willing to help Australia possess 
nuclear-powered submarines 
as soon as possible and that the 
quickest way for Australia to set 
up a nuclear submarine unit is to 
hire the US second-hand nuclear- 
powered submarines, thus revealing 
the intention to arm Australia with 
nuclear-powered submarines at the 
earliest date possible. 

What cannot be overlooked is that 
the US which, from the first days of 
creating “AUKUS”, expressed its 
intention to provide Australia with 
not only the technology for building 
nuclear-powered submarines but 
also “Tomahawk” cruise missile 
that can mount nuclear warhead 
issued a joint statement in April 
2022 that it is to extend the 
range of cooperation even to the 
joint development of ultra-sonic 
weapons. 

The past one-year record of 
“AUKUS” shows that their much- 
touted transfer of information 
and technology for strengthening 
the cyber capabilities, artificial 


nuclear-powered 


intelligence, quantum technologies 
and undersea capabilities is a mere 
show. 

The real intention of the US is to 
use “AUKUS” to contain the big 
powers in the region militarily and 
strategically by equipping Australia 
with nuclear attack means. 

“AUKUS”, from the very 
beginning of its creation, has been 
the target of condemnation and 
criticism from many countries as 
it posed a serious danger to nuclear 
non-proliferation and the peace and 
stability of the Asia-Pacific region 
and the rest of the entire globe. 

At several meetings of the United 
Nations Security Council _ this 
year, China and Russia disclosed 
that the US, the UK and Australia 
openly violated the Treaty on Non- 
Proliferation of Nuclear Weapons 
(NPT) through “AUKUS”. And 
in June, at the Conference on 
Disarmament in Geneva, they 
condemned the nuclear states for 
setting the first precedents of openly 
transferring nuclear technology to a 
non-nuclear state. 

At the 10th Review Conference 
of the Parties to the NPT held at the 
United Nations headquarters from 
August | to 26, China revealed that 
the attempt of the US to transfer 


What lies behind fuss about evacuation?

apan is scheming to resume 
Ji evacuation drill all over the 

country from late September 
in simulation of ballistic missile 
launch by the DPRK. 

It is a well-known fact that Japan 
has so far shown morbid reaction, 
giving a shrill cry whenever we took 
measures for bolstering self-defense 
capabilities as if a nuclear warhead 
has dropped in the middle of Tokyo. 

Under the pretext of ensuring the 
preparedness against our missile 
attack, Japan made a fuss, deploying 
interceptor missiles constantly in the 
government compound by mobilizing 
citizens who had been absorbed in 
their occupations.

In 2015 alone, Japan revised the 
“Japan-US Defense Cooperation 


Guidelines” to provide the legal 
framework for stretching out its 
aggressive tentacles to the Korean 
peninsula. Besides, it has avowedly 
clamored for automatic intervention 
of the “Self-Defense Forces” in 
case of emergency. 

With the Ukrainian crisis as a 
momentum, Japan is now getting more 
overheated than before in preparations 
for re-invasion, magnifying — the 
“rumor of threats from neighbors”. 

It is scheming to revise its defence 
strategy and adopt the possession of 
capability for preemptive strike as a 
state policy. To this end, it is giving 
spurs to sharp increase in defence 
expenditure as well as to the 
development of offensive military 
equipment. 

Particularly, the Japanese 
authorities are making frantic 
attempt to turn Japan into a country 
that can fight a war by revising the 


loving peoples should be vigilant 
against Japan’s attempts to rise 
once again as a military power. 

Japan had invaded Korea and 
other Asian countries in the last 
century and drenched them in 
blood. Instead of reflecting on its 
heinous past, it rather attempts to 
embellish it and grow again as a 
dangerous aggressive force.

Missile launch exercise takes 
place 

Recently, Russia’s Pacific 
Fleet conducted a cruise missile 
launch exercise in the Arctic 
waters. 


The nuclear-powered 
submarines participating 
in a comprehensive arctic 


expedition fired cruise missiles 
to targets on the sea. 

The missiles destroyed the 
targets over 400 kilometres 
away. 

The Russian Defence Ministry 
reported on it on September 16. 


Cuba 
Party leader stresses need to 
bolster party work 

Miguel Mario Diaz-Canel 
Bermudez, first secretary of 
the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party of Cuba, on 
September 15 called on basic 
party organizations to bolster 
party work, take an active part 
in the implementation of key 
tasks and strengthen bonds with 
residents.

SCO 
Summit meeting held 

A summit meeting of 
the Shanghai Cooperation 
Organization took place in 
Uzbekistan from September 14 
to 16. 

The meeting appraised the 
important role of the SCO 
which is developing from a 
regional organization into an 
international one. 

The participants expressed 
concern over the food 
security situation of the world 
aggravated by the West. 

They called for strengthening 
relations in all fields including 
military and culture and pointed 
to the need to oppose one-sided 
economic sanctions and trade 
protectionist actions. 

Also put on the table were 
the border issue and issues of 
strengthening the anti-drug 
campaign and reforming the 
present world order. 

The proceedings of admitting 
Belarus as a full member state of 
the SCO began and Iran signed 
the protocol on the duties for 
joining the organization.

he Mausoleum’ of 
King Wang Kon 
(877-943), a precious 


historical and cultural relic 
of Korea, is the tomb of the 
founder king of Koryo, in 
Haeson-ri, Kaesong City. 
Wang Kon founded the 
first unified state in Korea. 
The mausoleum was 
splendidly rebuilt as befits 


of Koryo in 1994. 

The tomb district is divided 
into four terraces by granite 
embankments. 

A grave mound, stone 
handrails, stone tigers, stone 
altar and a pair of stone posts 
are arranged on the first 
terrace. 

The mound is 19 metres in 
diameter and 8 metres high. 
Its lower part is surrounded 
by a dodecagonal stone 


which is 5.03 metres long 
and 2.01 metres high. A 
stone tiger stands on each of 
four corners of the tomb. 

A stone lantern stands 
in the centre of the second 
terrace and two pairs of stone 
figures stand face to face on 
both sides. The stone figures 
on the west side represent 
military officers and those 
on the east side civil servants 
and they depict the ministers 


Kon. 

Two pairs of similar stone 
figures stand face to face on 
both sides of the third terrace. 

On the fourth terrace 
there are the monument to 
the reconstruction of the 
mausoleum inscribed with 
President Kim Il Sung’s 
autograph, a memorial 
service hall, a pavilion for 
the monument and the gate 
to the mausoleum. 


underground — single-chamber 
earth-covered stone grave. 
Four walls of the chamber 
were built with well-processed 
plain granite rocks and _ its 
ceiling consists of plain rocks 
propped in a parallel way. 

Murals of the mausoleum 
show a_ vegetation map 
and four guardians and the 
ceiling is painted with a 
picture of stars.

Woman from mountainous 
county lives her riding dream

am reluctant to awake from 
[ees dreams, but I don’t feel 

regret. Because our dreams come 
true in practice. 

This is what a woman horse rider 
in Chosan County said after winning 
a 1 600-metre race of female 
amateurs at a horse race held in 
Pyongyang in March in celebration 
of March 8 International Women’s 
Day 2022.

She is Kim Ok Mi in her early 
thirties. Growing up in the county 
that has long been called Chosan as it 
is covered with trees, Ok Mi liked to 
play various sports such as running, 
basketball and volleyball. 

It was during her military service 
that she was attached to horse riding. 

Seeing men riding horses, she got 
interested in riding. So, in her spare 
time, she would feed a horse carrots 
and give it a bath to get intimate with 
it and gradually got the knack of 
riding. 

But, as she began to work as a nurse 
at the clinic of the Chosan County 
Sericulture Farm after graduating 
from the then Kanggye Medical 
College following her demob, horse 
riding only remained as her girlhood 
memory. 

“IT often imagined myself riding 
a horse along the mountain ranges 
that could be seen through the clinic 
windows,” she recalled. 

One day she heard that the Mirim 
Riding Club was built in Pyongyang 
and later she saw on TV ordinary 
working people having a good time as 
they rode there. 

Now the time was gone when riding 
was alive only in her memory. 

She began to practise riding again 
along the mountain ranges. And at 
the news that there would take place 
a horse race in celebration of March

8 International Women’s Day, she 
applied to take part in the horse race 
before anyone else. 

“Tn those days [had sleepless nights 
worrying that my application might 
be turned down. But after receiving 
a letter of approval, I worried that I 
might fail to be among the winners,” 
she said. 

Many people were quite pleased 
to know she would participate in 
the horse race, encouraging her 
to demonstrate her skills, and her 
anxiety grew further. 

With such feeling she left for 
Pyongyang. At last she returned 
home with the delight of having 
won the | 600-metre race of female 
amateurs at the horse race by fully 
displaying her techniques practised 
in ordinary days. 

Her villagers rejoiced at her 
success, referring to it as another 
pride of their county. At that time, 
she told them, “But for this land, this 
social system, my dream would have 
remained merely a dream forever. 
Cherish your dreams, and they will 
surely come true.” 

She now works at the Kanggye 
Riding Club and many people visit 
her to learn riding. 

“Only when you know about the 
benefit of the socialist system can you 
know about the true merit of riding,” 
she often tells her students.

Hero gingko in Ichon

he Hero Gingko in 
Ichon is a female tree 
in Ichon county town, 


Kangwon Province. 

It is said that the tree was 
planted by a peasant over 700 
years ago. 

During the Fatherland 
Liberation War (June 1950- 
July 1953), trucks of the 
Korean People’s Army would 
take shelter from enemy air 
raids under the tree. 

As it provided KPA transport 
vehicles with shelter from 
enemy air attacks during the 
war, people named it “Hero 


Gingko”. 

During the war, an enemy 
aircraft spotted a KPA truck 
hiding under the tree and 
pitched headlong in a reckless 
attack, only to be caught in its 
branches and fall. Therefore, 
there remained only one bough. 
But later, the tree spread out lots 
of small branches to become a 
tree with luxuriant foliage. 

The tree is 24 metres tall, 8.5 
metres round at the root neck 
and 14 metres across at the 
crown. And it bears about 100 
kilograms of fruits every year. 

It is under good preservation 
as a living monument of the 
country.
